PLAN TO END PROBLEM AT TROUT POND 

The sharp turn in the subway tunnel as the train 
goes around Trout Pond in Noyac has long been 
considered a big problem. The train slows. The 
wheels squeal. Now a solution is in the works. 
This sharp turn will be eliminated all together 
courtesy of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
who will temporarily lift up the pond, dig a new 
straight tunnel under it and then lower Trout 


Pond back on top of it. The cost, about $12 
million, is to be paid by the federal government’s 
Subway Safety Bureau.

RESTROOM OCCUPIED 

On Tuesday, a group of protestors, led by local 
billionaire Derwood Hodgegrass, stormed the 
public restrooms in Sag Harbor and announced 
plans to occupy the restrooms indefinitely. 
On Tuesday evening, the area surrounding the 
restrooms was cordoned off as police and other 
government officials sought to enter discussions 
with Hodgegrass and his fellow protestors. 
Police report that initial signs are that the 
occupiers are fully committed to remaining in 
the building for a long time. “We are prepared 
to stay here for years,” Hodgegrass shouted 
through a megaphone to negotiators, “or until 
Oates is released.” Hodgegrass was referring 
to his friend and fellow billionaire Whitney 
Ogden Oates Ill, the deli salad magnate who 
was jailed last fall for his illegal manipulation of 
the coleslaw market. In the months since Oates’ 
arrest, Hodgegrass has become increasingly 
vocal about government interference in 
what he calls “the private affairs of coleslaw 
entrepreneurs” and has been investigated for 
his suspected involvement with plots to disrupt 
the coleslaw supply on the East End. According 


to Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
the police plan to take a very cautious approach 
to the protestors occupying the Sag Harbor 
restroom. “Hodgegrass has become increasingly 
radicalized,” Hirsch says, “and we suspect that 
he craves some sort of ultimate confrontation 
with police over what he believes is the right of 
wealthy people to control the price and supply 
of coleslaw. We know that the world is watching 
this, and we’re not going to let Hodgegrass 
become a martyr for his cause.” 


DRESS CODE 

Hamptons officials have announced revisions 
to dress codes across the East End, and have 
directed policeto enforce the new codes effective 
immediately. From the official announcement: 
“Whereas before the dress code had focused 
entirely on decency, we’ve now enhanced our 
dress code to increase the emphasis on dignity. 
Just as it is no longer permissible to visit the 
Hamptons with less than the stipulated funding 
requirements ($300 per visitor), it is likewise no 
longer permissible to visit our beautiful towns 
and villages while dressed in cheap, bargain- 
rack rags. All attire should be a maximum of 
two years old, and individuals are advised to 
carry receipts for their clothing to prove when 
it was purchased and how much was paid for 
it. Anyone found in violation of the code will 
have a half-hour grace period during which to 
enter a nearby clothing store and purchase 
an appropriate outfit. Failing this, they will be 
ordered to leave the area.” (i.

Sagg Bridge 


Study Declares No Bridge Existed Before 1952, But Bridge Gets Sold Anyway

n November 22, the Sagg Bridge was sold. 

They held a short ceremony on the center 
of it to mark the occasion. Before the sale, the 
bridge belonged to the Town of Southampton. 
After the sale, the bridge now belongs to the 
Village of Sagaponack. If there were flags at 
the entrances to each side of the bridge, which 
there were not, the flags of Southampton 
Town—which has a pilgrim looking out at you 
from the Town seal—would be taken down. 
The Village of Sagaponack Flag, which has a big 
baked potato hovering over a plowed potato 
field, would now be fluttering in the breeze. 

The reason for the sale was complicated. 
Before 2005, the entire bridge was owned by 
Southampton Town. But that year, a new village 
was formed within Southampton Town called 
Sagaponack Village. That kind of thing happens 
when the people inside a part of a township 
decide they want to manage their affairs 
up close and personal rather than in a 
township that stretches out for 40 miles as 
Southampton does. 

In creating the Village, new metes and bounds 
had to be decided upon. For the Village’s new 
western boundary, the dotted line went right 
up the center of Sagg Pond where the bridge 


is. That meant that the dotted line crossed 
the bridge down the middle. And that was not 
working out. On the Southampton half, the head 
of the highway department came up with this 
plan to create a new bridge that would be wider 
and safer. On the Sagaponack side, they wanted 
the old bridge, which is a historic bridge, only 
repaired. So nothing got done. Thus the sale. 

In fact, only the western half of the bridge 
was being sold. That’s because the western 
side before the sale was in Southampton. No 
money changed hands when the sale went 
through. But Sagaponack did agree to reimburse 
Southampton $80,000 for an engineering study 
that was done in preparation of making a new 
bridge there. Sagaponack will probably put it 
in the round file. After not going along with 
Southampton’s plan to knock it down and put 
up a new one, it seemed the right thing to do. 

Interestingly, during the time the community 
was discussing either tearing down the 
old to build a new or just fixing the old, a 
stunning report was issued by the State of 
New York declaring that the bridge, which 
gave Bridgehampton its name in 1683, had not 
existed unti] 1932. It is an amazing story. 

When Southampton had made the plans to 
rebuild the bridge by tearing it down and making 
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Here’s the actual history of the bridge. After I 
tell it to you, I will explain how these “experts” 
missed it. 

The bridge existed when the settlers got here 
in 1639. It consisted of a log bridge wide enough 
for a person or a horse to walk across single file. 
The settlers followed a dirt path to it on both 
sides. And they called the path Bridge Lane. 

That bridge wasn’t good enough for the 
settlers, though. The settlers had built a church 
on the eastern shore of the bridge. But for those 
on the western side who came by horse carriage,

the State and the Federal governments to fund 
the majority of the cost. This is often done. You 
get more funding if the bridge is historic. So 
when the Town asked about the funding, the 
State of New York decided to hire historians 
to learn of its historic nature. Who got hired 
were two experts named Daria Merwin and 
Mark S. Tweedle of the Institute for Long Island 
Archaelogy at Stony Brook University. They 
must never have talked to anybody, because 


they said no bridge existed on the site until 
1932. As for Bridgehampton, they wrote that 
hamlet—which was founded in 1668—had not 
been founded until about 1870. So this bridge 
could not have been what the community was 
named after. They only found a bridge built in 
1932. Nothing before. As a result of this finding, 
which was submitted in 2014 as a 15-page 
report, the State declined to provide extra 
funding for the bridge work. So that was that.

the bridge wasn’t wide enough and so it was a 
very long trip around the north end of the pond 
to get to the church. And so, they hired local 
wheelwright Ezekial Sandford to build a wider 
bridge. Here was the deal. He would be leased 
15 acres on the western shore where he could 
build a wheelwright shop. (Wheelwrights fixed 
wagons.) Then, when he completed the bridge, 
he would be given the acreage outright. He got 
the bridge done in 1672. And it stood for nearly 
a hundred years. Then it kind of fell down. 
There was no attempt to repair this bridge 
after about 1750, and the reason was that the 
church got moved. It was now further to the 
north, near the headwaters of the pond. So 
people didn’t need to get across further down. 
Around 1870, a newcomer from “up-island” 
came'to town. (He was from Speonk). There 
was now a train between New York City and 
Bridgehampton, so rich folks from the city were 
here in the summertime.

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Take Your Pill? 


CEO of Pharmaceutical Company Needs a Bit of His Own Medicine

corporate executive, J. Michael Pearson of 

the Valeant Pharmaceuticals International 
company, was hospitalized last Saturday to 
treat severe pneumonia. I suppose his life lies in 
the balance depending upon what pills he takes 
to get rid of the illness. 

I do not in real life wish anybody dead, 
but I have no problem with fantasizing that 
somebody might die. 

One of the jobs of a pharmaceutical company 
is to conduct research in laboratories to bring 
new and effective medicines into the world. 
Valeant doesn’t do that. What Valeant does 
is buy particular medicines made by other 
pharmaceutical companies and then jack up 
the price. For instance, they bought the drug 
Doxycyclcline and raised the price from $20 a 
bottle to $1,889 a bottle. Of course, those taking 
the drugs could try to find other comparable 
drugs to take. Too bad. There aren’t any. Either 
sell your house to buy the pills or, well, die. 

Anyway, J. Michael Pearson is lying there, 
his life maybe in the balance, and I would think 
that one of his competitors, and there are other 
“pharmaceutical” companies doing this little 
trick, gets an idea. They make some phone calls 
to the hospital where Pearson is lying and find 
out that there is one particular pill he has to 
take that will save his life. If he takes it, he’s 
got a chance; if he doesn’t, there’s no chance. 


Fortunately, the pill sells for five cents each. 

This competitor immediately contacts the 
company that produces this pill and buys the 
rights to it, jacks up the price of a pill to $10 
million and waits to see what will happen. If 
Pearson takes the pills, he goes bankrupt but 
lives. If he doesn’t take the pills, he dies, and 
Valeant collapses because the company’s fiery 
executive is gone and it just can’t carry on. 
Either way, the competitor wins. 

What does happen? Pearson lives. And he 
finds out about the competitor doing this to him 
and he goes to the offices of the competitor with 
a sledgehammer—it’s a small one-room office 
in downtown Manhattan that the competitor 
shares with another company that provides 
costumed characters for Times Square (you 
don’t need a big campus to run this kind 
of pharmaceutical firm)—and he personally 
trashes the place, shattering windows, busting 
up computers, desks and chairs, in spite of 
attempts by Grover and Superwoman to restrain 
him. Then, having demonstrated his manhood, 
Pearson marches down the street to his own 
office and gets back to work. 

The New York Times article that reported 
Mr. Pearson’s hospitalization totally overlooks 
the morality of what Pearson and _ his 
competitors are doing. Here’s how they report 
Pearson’s hospitalization: 

“A lengthy incapacitation would probably 
worry investors. Mr. Pearson is the architect 


of the company’s business model and 
has been strongly associated with the 
company’s success.” 


THE HORSE AT THE LIGHTHOUSE 

Thinking about these people who dress up 
in costumes to ask tourists for money in Times 
Square to have their picture taken makes me 
think we ought to do this here on the East End. 
But I don’t think a Minnie Mouse or a Grover 
would work out here. Out here we celebrate 
farming and fishing. 

My idea is to have some people dress up as 
a horse. You’d need two people. And then have 
this horse—a farm animal—out on the lawn at 
the Montauk Lighthouse. The tourists come, 
ask to have their pictures taken, the horse says 
okay but afterwards demands money. 

This would also work if you had someone 
dress up as a Bessie the Cow. Or as George 
Washington. George Washington authorized 
the construction of the lighthouse in 1796. And 
you’d need only one person, so it would be half 
the cost. You’d also need only one person if you 
got somebody’s kid to dress up as a chicken. 

I’m told that at in Times Square, the characters 
are now confined to one particular area. If you 
want your picture taken with Big Bird or Minnie 
Mouse, you go to that area. At the lighthouse, 
there’s plenty of room between the tower and 
the pump house.

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new bridge built where they old falling down 
one was, and he would charge people a fee 
to cross it, thus making it into a business. It 
was completed in 1872, but Tuthill couldn’t 
get people to pay to cross it. They told him it 
connected to public roads, and it crossed a 
public pond. They crossed it without paying. 
And eventually, Tuthill gave up. Within three 
years, it was no longer good enough to use. Not 
a very good bridge. 

In 1888, a referendum was held by the Town 
to pay to build a new bridge. It failed by a vote 
of 123 to 116. In 1894, a new referendum was 
put to the voters, and that failed by 400 to 136. 

Nevertheless, there is mention in newspapers 
published in 1900 that Southampton Town did 
build themselves a new bridge there. 


Finally, there came the fourth bridge, which 
is the one that is there now. It was built in 1923 
of reinforced concrete abutments and a paved 
roadway above. It was just wide enough for two 
cars to pass. And on one side there was, and is, 
a walkway from which people can drop fishing 
lines and pull up their dinner. 

Now, I would like to let you know how these 
expert historians missed that there was a bridge 
there. What they did was find four old maps. 
As it happened, these four maps—from 1797, 
1838, 1858 and 1873—were made when there 
was no bridge across there. We were “between 
bridges,” so to speak. The experts never looked 
any further. They produced this long report. 
And I suspect they were paid. Their report 
does say there was a crossing of the pond 
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near the headwaters. And it is this crossing 
on Sagaponack Road, which is so modest you 
go right by it today without realizing there is a 
crossing there, that these experts say was the 
bridge after which Bridgehampton was named. 

Stamp. Application rejected. 

Here’s the history of the Sagg Bridge in more 
recent times. 

Around 1975, the Town of Southampton got 
funding from the federal government to tear 
down the 1923 bridge and replace it with a four- 
lane bridge big and strong enough for tanks to 
cross it in the event of a military invasion. This 
was the requirement the feds insisted upon. 
Otherwise there was no funding. 

That year, hundreds of people held protest 
meetings and carried signs at rallies demanding 
that the old bridge be simply repaired rather 
than replaced. Everyone loved the old bridge. 
And they still do. 

I recall one rally that was held at the Beebe 
Windmill on Ocean Avenue in Bridgehampton. 
There was entertainment for the crowd. And 
one of the performers was me. I was there with 
a backup crew of musicians, and we named 


ourselves Dan Rattiner and His Rocky Mountain 


Boys. We played two songs. I sing very off- 
key. Everybody just chattered away while we 
played. It was quite embarrassing, the only time 
I’ve ever performed in public as a musician. 
Others played. I recall Jan and Jim were there, 
for those who remember them. And the artist 
Robert Dash had made an oil painting of the old 
bridge. It got auctioned off. 

And in the end, we won. Southampton backed 
down. No tanks would appear on any future 
Sagg Bridge. In 1980, Southampton Town closed 
Sagg Bridge to vehicular traffic because it was 
deemed by engineers too rickety to bear auto 
traffic. Repair people were hired. At that time, 
Dan’s Papers was holding a 10K running race 
called the Potatohampton Minithon every year. 
And it went across Sagg Bridge. 

I had not thought there would be a problem 
with this. We were pedestrians, not vehicles. 
But the Town Police, a _ half-hour before 
the race, announced we could not run across 
the bridge. 

We held a meeting with town officials. And a 
compromise was reached. The fear was “lock 
step,” as in hordes of people running along as if 
marching in a parade. This was two miles into 
the race. There was no “lock step.” The field 
was all spread out. The agreement was that we 
would be allowed to have our runners cross 
the bridge, but only if we had somebody at the 
east end where the runners would arrive at the 
bridge to see to it there was no lockstep and 
that there was no visible shaking of the bridge. 

I thought this ridiculous, but this is what they 
wanted. We raised money that year for Stony 
Brook Hospital, and there were volunteers 
on the race site. | found a man who was a 
professor at the medical school there who was 
a psychiatrist. And he volunteered to do that 
job. We had a psychiatrist watching to make 
sure the bridge did not shake. 

And that brings us up to date, and the present 
situation where Sagaponack is taking the whole 
bridge over. The bridge was repaired in 1980. 
It needs repairs again. The repairs will be 
done and the old historic bridge crossing will 
continue along announcing its rural roots for 
generations to come. | think. @&

Apple, Fitbit and Jawbone Battle It Out in Hand-to-Hand Combat

ast week, my wife and I went to visit 

my daughter and her family out in San 
Francisco. When I got off the plane out there, 
my digital watch automatically adjusted itself to 
San Francisco time. Great. When I came back, it 
remained on San Francisco time, and it refused 
to go back. 

What I wear on my wrist as a watch is only 
secondarily a watch. It is primarily an exercise 
tracker, a Fitbit, which can monitor the steps 
you take, your heart rate, the workouts you 
do and the sleep you get. If you tap it on one 
particular spot twice quickly, it activates and it 
shows the time as the first thing. 

Now it showed the wrong time. And I could 
not get it to change back. 

I need to talk a little bit further about this. 
I am not an exercise fanatic, but | like that it 
counts my steps to get a daily total and that it 
lights up to give me the time when I tap it. 

However, its software is not particularly good 
at measuring sleep. And that was something 
I particularly wanted to do. So I got another 
tracker, one that does that much better, the 
Jawbone UP2. If the Jawbone did the other 
things as well as Fitbit, I’d use only the Jawbone. 
But it doesn’t. So I wear the Fitbit on one wrist 
and the Jawbone on the other. 

Trackers are big business today. For both 
of these companies, the only product they 
produce are the trackers. Recently, Apple has 
joined the fray with its Apple Watch. But, for 


the moment anyway, Fitbit is the best-selling of 
them. It sells their tracker around the world, and 
this year crossed the threshold of becoming a 
billion dollar company. As for service, there’s a 
phone number to call. I called it. 

It rang five times, then simply dropped the 
call. Bang. Silence. I tried again, same thing. I 
tried stil] a third time and it was the same thing. 
The Fitbit service line, open 20 hours a day, 
seven days a week, was down. I tried the next 
day. Still down. I checked that I had the right 
number. I did. Amazing. 

Ithen went online to see if] could fix the tracker 
myself. From other users | learned I had to sync 
my Fitbit manually. I did that, but it didn’t work. 
It just hung up there trying until it gave up. 
I then thought I saw that a man named James 
McAndrew had found a fix for the problem. 
He had an app you could get for $2.99 that was 
called “Sync Solver for Fitbit.” But that was 
not a fix for my problem, it was a fix for 
another problem. 

The Apple Watch was nipping at the heels 
of Fitbit and there were people who wanted to 
jump off the Fitbit ship and go over to Apple 
and take their data with them. But Fitbit was 
refusing to cooperate. You could go if you 
wanted to, but you would have to start over. 
There’d be no bringing over your Fitbit data. 
Old Mr. McAndrew’s app solved THAT problem, 
apparently. It was your data. Why shouldn’t it 
follow you? Nasty stuff there with Fitbit. 

So then I went to the Fitbit website, where I 
read a message about service. This message 


was directed to me. It said if my tracker was not 
making adjustments for time zone changes or if it 
was having trouble syncing with their software, 
then be aware that they had discovered a 
software breakdown. They were working on it. 
Hoped to have it up soon. 

This was Monday, December 27. A breakdown? 
Maybe they got hacked.

Frankly, | had never heard of a company this 
successful and this large having a breakdown in 
this way. It had to be a first. It was undoubtedly 
in the news. 

I Googled “Fitbit news” to read about this 
breakdown. There was no such article. But 
there was an article that said Jawbone had 
filed a lawsuit for the third time in six months 
against Fitbit. The Jawbone lawsuits claim, 
among other things, that Fitbit is poaching their 
employees—nothing illegal about that—and 
that as these employees resign to move on with 
their lives, it just so happens some of them 
make off with Jawbone data on thumb drives 
or email it to themselves. Jawbone named two 
employees who they allege had done that— 
Ana Rosario and Patrick (Cont'd on next page) 
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Narron. Fitbit has denied any wrongdoing, but if 
true, there could be serious legal consequences. 

Was this breakdown at Fitbit related to some 
issue with Jawbone? 

For the next five days, until Tuesday, 
December 29, my Fitbit continued to give me 
the wrong time. And on several occasions | 
tried to sync the tracker, and each try failed. 
When Id check the time on my watch, I just 
had to remember to add three hours. No 
big deal. But it did remind me of: an 
interesting phenomenon. 

Whenever my daughter or anybody else calls 
me from San Francisco in the evening, say 
about 9 p.m. their time, I am always amazed 
at how they can so rapidly chatter away and 
be so alive and funny. I, on the other hand, 
drone out with long slow sentences and suffer 
through occasional inabilities to remember 
names, which, | tell her, are on the tip of my 
tongue. It’s 9 p.m. there. It’s goddamn midnight 
here. And they don’t give a damn. 

Finally, this morning, Tuesday, December 
29, after four glorious days in the Hamptons 
looking at San Francisco time, I called Fitbit and 
got through. It sent me to a service line where 
a mechanical voice said hang on, we'll get a 
customer advocate. I wasn’t going anywhere. 
I wanted to talk. I waited for 13 minutes and 
22 seconds and finally, indeed, a person who 
spoke English fairly well came on the line and 
fixed both my ability to sync my phone and the 
time shown on my wrist. 

I will not go into the boring details of how this 
was done, but this service advocate did tell me

things had gone flooey with the software about 
a week ago and lots of people were having this 
trouble. | asked when they had finally gotten it 
fixed and she said that it was “mostly” fixed by 
Friday, three days ago. When | asked what she 
meant by “mostly” she said the people with 
my model Fitbit were now okay but there were 
still other models they were working on but 
everything would be up and running again soon 
for everybody. 

To judge by Fitbit’s annual revenue for 2015, it

appears their revenue might reach $2 billion for 
2016—that is if they survive these battles with 
their competitors. And they’ve gone public. 
They went public at $20 in June. Now that stock 
is at $42. Hooray. 

All | have to do is hold up my cellphone in one 
hand and look at the black bands on my wrists 
and observe that there’s sure a terrific fight 
going on between these three. 

God knows how it will all end. I suppose |

East End Opry Makes Local Music FRESH

ariety is the spice of life, as the adage has it. On 

the other hand, when it comes to live music, 
many people seem to prefer to hear mostly songs that 
they've heard before. Performing musicians often 
find it hard to present more obscure music, let alone 
original music, when their audience would rather 
sing along to “Brown Eyed Girl” again. Therefore, 
in many live-music venues, variety takes a distant 
backseat to familiarity, even in a pretty open-minded 
musical culture like the one on the East End. 

Local singer-songwriter Marianne Megna arrived 
at a great way to challenge this prevailing culture 
with a concept she calls the East End Opry, which 
has been happening on Monday nights at FRESH 
Hamptons in Bridgehampton for almost a year. 
The shows are curated, and every week features a 
headliner—usually a local professional—along with 


a variety of other players offering mini-sets. Music’ 


starts at 7 p.m., with the headliner going on at 8 p.m. 
But what really distinguishes the East End Opry is 
that all of the music played must be either original or 
_ in the public domain. Already, the Opry has featured 
a wide variety of creative musicians playing full sets 
of mostly original music they might ordinarily just 
touch upon. For example, on a recent Monday, Gene 
Casey of the Lone Sharks presented a showcase 
of his great original songs. Another night featured 
guitar god Andy Aledort playing a jam-laden set of 
his own laid-back material. Both performers packed 
the house.

“Nobody knew how this was going to go over,” says 
Megna of her brainchild. “But we have gotten a really 
positive response, and we’ve been able to have some 
very eclectic shows and provide really entertaining 
evenings.” 

The idea for the East End Opry evolved from 
an open mic night Megna was running at FRESH 
Hamptons. “I started to notice a distinctive sound 
developing on the East End,” she explains, “and | 
wanted to get a forum to showcase that.” Open mic 
nights, where performers are often limited to 10 
minutes of stage time, tend to steer performers into 
playing what they hope will be crowd-pleasers— 
like, say, “Brown Eyed Girl.” The guidelines of The 
East End Opry give performers the opportunity to 
traverse more varied material. 

“The format supports original music and people 
can do what they want to do,” says Randolph 
Hudson (pictured above at right), who plays in the 
Opry’s house band, which usually includes Hudson 
on guitar and a roster of other local musicians. 
The. house band is on hand during the East End 
Opry shows to back up solo performers when 
needed. They are some of the most highly skilled, 
best-known players in the Hamptons music scene, 
capable of picking up new songs at the drop of 


a hat. So singer-songwriters used to playing solo 
have the opportunity to try out their songs with a 
crackerjack band. 

In addition to Gene Casey and Andy Aledort, the 
East End Opry has highlighted the original music of 
some up-and-comers as well: Raphael Odell Shapiro 
played a dazzling set of his-own urban folk numbers, 
while Dan Koontz was featured with a set of his own 
blues-based tunes. 

Going into its second year, the East End Opry has 
established a valuable venue for singer-songwriters 
to find an audience for their work, which was 


Megna’s goal in starting it. “My hope with this was 
to give music a place and musicians a place, and 
for audiences to come and enjoy it—because | think 
people sometimes forget what music can do for 
them. I’m about live music, period.” ga

Where to wine and dine 
on the East End. 


New Owner, Same Lowe for

n iconic establishment in Mattituck, The Village 

Cheese Shop has perfectly fit into the ambience 
of Long Island Wine Country for over a decade. The 
shop continues to be a mainstay under new owner 
Michael Affatato. 

Affatato, who boasts an extensive ie ckineite 
in the wine industry, purchased the business from 
longtime owner and friend Rosemary Batcheller last 
summer, and he officially took over in October. The 
Village Cheese Shop will maintain its charm, while 
expanding its offerings. 

‘lve augmented the cheese selection by 15%,” 
says Affatato of his first move as owner. The shop 
now includes over 200 different varieties, as well 
' _as caviar, foie gras and artisan meats. Patrons are 
welcome to sit in the on-site café and enjoy one 
of five made-to-order fondues, which come with bread 
and apples for dipping. Charcuterie, beer, wine and 
cider are also now available. Affatato has maintained 
the shop as a destination, and he plans to host Fondue 
Friday, where the Village Cheese Shop will stay 
open late so that patrons can partake in the molten, 
cheesy concoctions. 

Of course, the shop will still put together gift 
baskets and cheese platters for those heading to the 
wineries. “People will feel quite satiated, taste-wise,” 
says Affatato about the shop’s new products. 

Many of the offerings are high-end, specialty 
cheeses, and because the wholesalers don’t ship to 
the East End, Affatato does many pickups himself.

“You can just imagine the 
smell of my car,” he jokes, 
although he rents U-Haul trucks 
to bring the cheese from the city 
airports to their new home on 
the North Fork. He is intimately 
familiar with the trip to Newark 
Airport, much to his dismay, but 
the extra effort “guarantees that 
we're going to have the best 
cheese east of New York City,” 
he says. 

Affatato’s favorite cheese 
right now is a Shorpshire, which 
is a UK-based cheese in the 
Stilton family. It’s creamy, rich 
and complex. He recommends 
pairing it with Lieb Cellars’ 
unoaked Chardonnay, which 
is also available for purchase 
at the shop. Drinks currently 
on offer includes Lieb Cellars 
wines and Long Ireland beers, in 
addition to apple and pear hard 
ciders from France. Patrons are also welcome to 
bring their own bottles to enjoy with the cheeses in 
the shop. “I want to keep the selection of wines here 
only Long Island and French,” says Affatato. “I have 
an admiration for Long Island wines.” And his affinity 
for French wines comes from the time he spent in 
France working in the food and wine industry. 

Affatato, who was born in Brooklyn and now

calls his childhood house in 
Rocky Point his home, came 
to the cheese business by way 
of the wine business. After 
working as a sales rep in the 
wine industry, Affatato and his 
then-wife moved to France to 
further increase their knowledge 
and experience in the gourmet 
food and wine industry. The 
duo eventually purchased a 
winery on the Dordogne River, 
running the establishment as 
a bed and breakfast for 10 years. 
Many of the wines were rated 
by Wine Spectator and Bon 
Appétit magazines. 
“Wine and cheese are linked, 
- especially with French wine,” 
says Affatato with regard to his 
3 foray into the cheese business. 
® For those wondering where 
former owner Batcheller has 
gone, Affatato notes that the two 
are friends, and he assures everyone that the she’s 
still involved. “If I need help, I'll ask Rosemary to 
come in. I can think of nobody better than her,” 


he says.
